| Every case was minutely investigated 
by the local branch of the American Red 
Cross, and so far as human understand- 
| ing can determine equal and exact justice 
was done in every instance. The collec- 
tion and distribution of that vast sum 
was accomplished within two months 
ffom the time of the accident at a total 
cost of administration of less than $500, 
which was the total sum deducted and 
which is a percentage of less than one- 
seventh of 1 per cent.

‘The proposition to construct such @ 
syatem was submitted to the judgment 
of the people at the election held April 7, 
| 1914, and was defeated by an overwhelm-

the city proceed to the construction ofa 
‘system under the provisions of the ordi- 
nances of February, 1907, making graute 
to the surface line companies. 

These ordinances provide that if the 
city should bulld a system of subways 
to. be used wholiy or partly as downtown 

terminals for the street railway lines, the 
street railway companies shall contribute 
not exceeding $5,000,000, toward the cost 
ot that part of the initial system devote: 
to their use, and their pro rata portion of 
the cost of that part of any future exten- 
‘sions devoted to their use, and the ordi. 
nances further provide that the initial 
system and the extensions shall be firs 
approved as to location, character, and 
extent by the board of supervising engi- 
neers. ; 


Points Out Objection. 

Under the ordinances tne contributions 
made by the companies would be added 
to their capital valuation, upon which 
they would be entitled to a 6 per cent 
annual return, but there is no provision 
for payment to the city of any returt 
upon the excess cost over and above such 
contributions. For example, if that part 
of the initial system devoted to the 
surface lines should cost, say $25,000,000, 
as has, I think, been estimated, and the 
companies should contribute $5,000,000 
thereof, the companies would thereafter 
be entitled to an allowance, annually

twice the size of the armies the north and south 

could array against each other in the critical com- 
bat of the civil war at Gettysburg. Back of the 
rst. 300,000 Bulgaria is believed to “have another 

100,000 available in due time to make up the ter- 

réfic wastage of war. 

But if Bulgaria enters Greece will also enter. 
This means another 300,000 men, and if Rou- 
mania takes the plunge a third 300,000 men 
will be added to the fighting armies of Europe. 
These figures are rough estimates in round num- 
bers, but it may be said that if the three remain- 
ing Balkan powers are swept into the war it will 
add nearly if not quite a million men to the war- 
ring hosts. This is six or seven times as many as 
foucht at Gettysburg, and a third more than con- 
stituted the army of Germany on peace footing. 

A year and a half ago this avalanche of mili- 
tary might would have thrilled us. Today, though 
we are intellectually conscious of its importance, 
we have become so accustomed to thinking of armies 
epunting millions and battles covering hundreds of 
miles in extent and weeks in time that we have 
lost the capacity for wonder or surprise. 4

THE HELMET RESTORED... 

The steel helmet as a part of the soldier’s panvply 
has been considered as an interesting historical de- 
vice, a heritage of ancient undeveloped warfare. 
Americans think of it as belonging distinctly to 
museums. It is classed with the medieval castles 
restored by Viollet-le-Duc, which make for the pic- 
turesqueness of so many French landscapes: The 
new invention of the rifle ball made it useless. 

That at least was the opinion of most Americans 
until the recent drive of the allies. In the reports 
of this onslaught a new steel helmet was given 
conspicuous place. French infantrymen were saved 
tro machine gun bullets by means of this strictly 
medieval device. 

For many years small army and small navy men 
have been trusting to Yankee ingenuity. It is really 
Yankee ingeniousness. Mr, Ford is typical. His 
plan is the provision of thousands of cheap sub- 
marines, operated by heroes, of which there are 
plenty in this country. He still believes, along with 
many others, that the newer and deadlier machines 
still in the minds of Yankee inventors will suffice in 
time of peril. 

The helmet and other ancient devices merely 
show that though there may be new tricks in war's 
bag, the oldest of them may not be discarded with 
impunity. Nations cannot trust entirely in their

less is available for this campaign. The help of 
England and France, however, will probably be 
neressary to permit of headway by the Greeks oper- 
ating against the combined Turks and Bulgarians. 
The role assigned to the Italians may be important, 
and it is possible that their operations in the Tren- 
tino and against Trieste have been in some degree 
relaxed in order to release a considerable Italian | 
force for service in the Balkans, — 

The diplomatic battle that is now culminating | .

TTH regard to the cable die- 
patches from Rome announcing 
the marriage of Don Giulio 
Cenel, Prince of Vicovare, head 
of the house of Cenct, to Maria 

Cleopatra Skougses, daughter of the prom- 

inent Greek statesman of that name, they 

are somewhat misleading. 

For the princely line of Vicovaro be- 
came extinct with the death in 1908 of 
Don Virginio Cenci, seventh and last 
Prince of Vicovaro, married to the late 
Eleanor Lorillard Spencer of New York, 
who survived him untill last winter. They 
left an only daughter, Dona Beatrice 
Cenci, now 88 years of age and still un- 
married, who lives at Rome. 

Don Giulio Cenci belongs to a quite dif- 
ferent and nonprincely line, has no right 
whatsoever to any title, tracing his 
descent from a Cenci who flourished prior 
to the bestowal of the title of Prince of 
Vicovaro and of Marquis of Rocca Priors 
upon the family. 

But in Italy there ts a queer and rather 
confusing custom, according to the terms 
of which any kinsman of the head of a 
family, no matter how remote, and even 


if he is obliged to go back several cen- . 


turies to establish a relationship, de- 
scribes himself on his cards as of the 
family of the princes or dukes of So-and- 
so.’ Thus, there are plenty of absolutely 
untitled and entirely obscure Colonnas 
who bear on their cards the surname of 
Colonna preceded by their Christian name, 
and then underneath the words, Del 
Princip! Colonna,” which means ot the 
princes of Colonna.”

Foreigners who do not understand the 
niceties of thé Italian language and 
of Italian customs at once assume 
that the individuals in question must 
necessarily be Princes Colonna, where- 
as they have no more right to that 
dignity that a Scottish clansman has 
to the earldoms, the marquisates, or 
the dukedoms of the chieftain of his clan, 
Were the Italian custom to be adopted in 
Scotland, every Campbell in the United 
Kingdom would inscribe the words ot 
the Dukes of Argyll” immediately fob 
lowing his Christian apd surname on his 
visiting cards. 

Don Giulio Cenci, who hails from 
Bologna, is, like the late Prince Vicovaro, 
a patrician of Rome, but is an otherwise 
undistinguished young man of about 34 
whose mother was of rather plebeian 
origin, and who has two unmarried 
sisters and a brother of the name of Don 
Mario. ; 

In marrying Mile. Maria Cleopatra 
Skouses, Don Giulio may be said to have 
struck it rich. For her father, formerly 
minister of foreign fairs of Greece, ia 
the head of the principal banking firm in 
Athens, one of the largest land owners 
and vine growers in Greece, and possessed 
of large mining industries not far distant 
from the Greek metropolis. 

His wines, some of which are famous, 
bear the name of his principal country 
seat at Marathon, and his large and hos- 
pitable mansion near to the royal palace 
at Athens ts familiar to all foreign arch- 
ecologists and to numismatists for the 
wonderful collection of oon which it con- 
tains, as well as for its cabinets full of 
rare mineralogical specimens and frag- 
mentary relies of the ancient workings of

So anxious was his elder brother and 
predecessor in the family honors and es- 
tates, that le to say, the fourteenth baron, 
to prevent their passing into his hands, 
that, though regarded as a confirmed 
bachelor, he married in 1899 the daughter 
of William R. Clark of Trinity college, 
Toronto. Greatly to his disappointment, 
however, no son was born to the union, 
but only a daughter, now 15 years of age, 
who is a peeress in her own right, the 
ancient barony’ of Furnivall, created tn 
1285 and in abeyance for many centuries, 
having been revived in her favor in 1013. 

Young Lady Furnivall lives with her 
widowed Canadian mother. Audrey, Lady 
Petre, at Hollenden park, Hildenborough, 
in Kent. Her peerage will descend to her 
‘eldest son, or, failing male issue, to ber 
Gaughter, on her death, but will not be 
shared in any sense by her husband. She 
is a Protestant, differing in this respect 
from all the other Petres, who havesal- 
ways been Roman Catholics. 

Thus the Hon. Margaret, the Hon. 
Theresa, and the Hon. Mary Petre, all of 
them sisters of the thirteenth, fourteenth, 
and fifteenth barons, are nuns, while the 
thirteenth baron was a Roman Catholic 
prelate as well as a member of the house- 
hold of Piux IX., and enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of having been the only Roman 
Catholic divine to sit in the house of lords 
since the days of the Reformation.

Messrs. Ruppert and Huston, owners 
of the Yankees, selected a site in the 
borough of Queens for the new home of 
the Donovan tribe and had architects 
engaged to begin drawings for the stands 
when the National league club owners 
cut In with an objection to the effect that 
the Yankees had to locate their new plant 
in the borough of Manhattan in order to 
live up to the national agreement. This 
obstacle was removed by President John- 
son last week so that work will commence 
en the new plant at once. 


Nearest to Business District. . 
The location, while not definitely dis- 
closed until the proper legal documents 
have been recorded will be only fourteen 
‘minutes from Wall street and the nearest 
ball park in Gotham to the business dis- 
trict of that city. 

The club owners will purchase the realty 
holdings outright and the improvements 
to be added to make the most modern and 
commodious baseball plant in the coun- 
try will call for a total expenditure 
of at least $900,000, according to the pre- 
liminary estimates.
